New Brockton Town Council suspends police chief

New Brockton’s town council 
meeting lasted less than one hour, 
but the executive session lasted more 
than two hours (2 hours and 2 min- 
utes to be exact). 

At 7:15, the council, after con- 
ducting routine business matters vot- 
ed to go into executive session “to 
discuss the good name and character 
only of Police Chief Charles Drig- 

ers ” 


The motion was made and sec- 
onded by Councilmen Clinton Marl- 
er and Robert Miles respectively. 
Councilman Charles Cole amended 
the motion to include the discussion 
of Driggers and any other police of- 
ficer. 

Cole, in amending the motion, 
stated that he felt the matter to be 
discussed concerning Chief Driggers 
could not be done without bringing 
up the names of other officers. The 
motion as amended passed unani- 
mously. 

During the closed door session, 
Chief Driggers and police officer 


Darrell Griswold were both called Col 


into the session for a brief time. 
After two hours and two minutes, 
the council emerged from behind 


closed doors and went back into 
open session. 

Mayor Kathryn Holley asked if 
there were any motions to be made 
as a result of the executive session 
and Councilman Cole responded 
with two motions. 

Cole’s first motion (recommenda- 
tion) was that any and all administra- 
tive or personnel matters shall be 
presented to the mayor (Holley) and 
police commissioner (Cole) before 
any action is taken. This motion was 
passed unanimously by the council. 

Secondly, Cole made the motion 
to suspend Chief Driggers for one 
week (five days) without pay. This 
motion passed 4 to 2, with council 
members Roseann Lewis and Jack 
Caradine casting the dissenting 
votes. 

Shortly after discussing the trash 
collection system and street mainte- 
nance schedule, the council ad- 
journed until July 8. 

The only member of the council 
making any comment to representa- 
tives of the media concerning Drig- 
gers’ suspension was Councilman 

ole. 

He stated that the chief’s suspen- 
sion resulted from the guidelines 
drawn up in March shortly after he 


Elba jury awards Troy 
man $35,000,000.00

Last Thursday, a Troy man was 
awarded $35 million in compensato- 
ry damages by an Elba jury. 

Reportedly, this is the largest jury 
award ever made in Coffee County, 
and probably the State of Alabama. 

Presiding Judge of the 12th Judi- 
cial Circuit Gary McAliley’s order 
read: “The court finds that said ver- 
dict is supported by the legal and 
Capea evidence presented at the 


“It is therefore ordered that judge- 
ment be and hereby is rendered for 
the plaintiff, Jason Barron, a minor, 
by and through his father and next 
friend, Billy Joe Barron and against 
the defendants, Yamaha Motor Com- 
pany, Ltd,, and Yamaha Motor Cor- 

ration, U.S.A in the amount of 

35,000,000,00 and costs of court. 

“Judgement is rendered for Ya- 
maha of Troy, Inc., and against all 
plaintiffs on plaintiffs’ complaints,” 

Jason Barron, of ‘Troy, now age 
20, was 12 years old when he and 
his twin brother, Jake, were riding a 
four-wheeler Yamaha, Neither rider 
was wearing a helmet, 

According to testimony, the four- 


wheeler was Uaveling less than 15 
miles per hour on a level dirt road 
when it flipped end-over-end injur- 
ing Jason. His brother was uninjured 
in the accident 

Court testimony revealed that Ja- 
son’s head hit part of the metal 
frame resulting in severe brain dam- 
age. He has been in a comatose or 
semi-comatose state since the acci- 
dent, 

The suit was filed on behalf of 
Barron by his parents, Billy Joe and 
Jeannie Barron, 

The Barrons claimed, and the jury 
agreed, that the Yamaha four- 


wheeler was defective and proper ry 


safety warnings had not been apr 
plied, Also, the suit claimed that 
vehicle was inadequately tested prior 
to being sold, 

During the tial, a demonstration 
of the vehicle's instability showed 
that it repeatedly flipped end-over- 
end when it was turned sharply 
while traveling at a low speed, 

Yamaha denied the allegations 
and claimed the Barrons, through 
contributory negligence and misuse 
of the vehicle, were responsible for 
the accident. The jury evidently did 
not see it that way. 


was suspended by Mayor Holley. 

On February 14, Driggers was 
suspended for 14 days without pay 
by Mayor Holley. In the March 4 
meeting, the council voted to disap- 
prove the mayor’s suspension of the 
chief and to give back to him five 
days of leave time. 

However, as a result of that sus- 
pension, a set of guidelines were 
drawn up by Mayor Holley, Council- 
man Cole and Town Attorney Joe 
Sawyer to be followed by the chief. 

These are the guidelines referred 
to by Cole as the reason for the 
chief’s five-day suspension without 
pay. 

The chief's suspension became 
effective Tuesday morning. 

In other matters, the council vot- 
ed to sell several items (office equip- 
ment) no louse used by the town. 
The items will be sold in one lump 
sum - one bid for all. 

The following items are to be 
sold: an Epson 8088 50 meg comput- 
er with Samsung EGA monitor and 
Panasonic KX-P-10911 printer; mis- 
cellaneous computer programs to in- 
clude Peachtree Accounting, miscel- 
laneous computer handbooks and 
videos, adding machines, and mis- 
cellaneous small office equipment. 

All the items to be sold can be 
seen at the town hall between the the 
hours of 9:00 a.m. and 2:00 p.m., 
Monday through Friday, June 10 


through 21, 1996. 

Sealed bids will be accepted 
through Friday, June 21, until 3:00 
p.m. The bids will be opened at 7:15 
p.m. on July 8. This will be the next 
scheduled meeting of the town coun- 
cil. The council reserves the right to 
refuse any and all bids. 

The police chief reported that his 
department had answered 19 com- 
plaints, made 13 arrests, and issued 
42 traffic citations. The fire depart- 
ment responded to 4 fires and the 
rescue squad made 23 runs. 

Driggers also noted that he, Lt. 
Jerry Gilbert, and officer Dale 
Grimes had received their radar cer- 
tification, 

Other actions taken by the council 
were as follows: 

*** Approved payment of the 
bills totaling $7,448.00. (Note: Last 
week, it was reported in The Elba 
Clipper that as of May 23, a total 
of $19,565.87 had been deposited 
into the town’s bank account. That 
was WRONG! It should have 
read: $9,994.21 had been deposit- 
ed. We apologize for the error; 
however, the city clerk wished we 
had been right!) 

***Voted to hold the next regular 
council meeting on Monday, July 8. 

***Noted that the school for the 
municipal election officials will be 
held on August 20.

Who's Really Serious About Welfare Reform? 


Despite what you may have 
heard from the liberal national media, 
Congress has not forgotten about wel- 
fare reform and, in fact, plans to give 
President Clinton a third chance to 
honor his pledge to “end welfare as 
we know it.” 

In 1969, the childhood pov- 
erty rate was at the lowest level ever 
recorded 14 percent. Then the 
federal government launched its “War 
on Poverty,” over three decades pump- 
ing $5 trillion worth of one-size-fits- 
all Washington programs with Wash 
ington values into the heart of 
America’s families, 

The result? The child poverty 
rate increased to 22.2 percent. Out- 
of-wedlock births now account for 
over two-thirds of all births to young 
women, Teen drug use is atan all 
time high — 48.4 percent of the class 
of ‘95 had tried drugs before gradua- 
tion, 

For the second year in a row, 
Congressional Republicans are offer- 
ing a real solution to this welfare- 
generated national crisis. We have a 
welfare reform plan which makes it 
possible for children to grow up in 
whole families where work is a real- 
ity and the interests and needs of 
children come first. 

This realistic solution is, of 
course, opposed by the President, who 
continues to talk a good game while 
delivering nothing. Our plan includes 
the following: 

¢ Tough new work require- 
ments would require | .3 million able- 
bodied adult welfare recipients to 
work in exchange for benefits. The 
2.5 million children in these welfare 
homes would benefit by living in an 


environment where parents work. 

* Child support and foster 
care reforms will help millions of 
children by ensuring that custodial 
parents who are owed child support 
receive that support. Right now, more 
than 80 percent of custodial parents 
who are owed child support do not 
receive it, 

* Marriages would be en- 
couraged by allowing states to im- 
pose limits on extra welfare benefits 
awarded to additional children born 
to welfare recipients. 

This approach encourages 
marriage and promotes intact fami- 
lies. Most importantly, it ends the 
current practice of rewarding family 
breakdown which is atthe heart of the 
welfare crisis. 

On the other hand, President 
Clinton's welfare reform plan — the 
first he’s submitted since taking of- 
fice — is full of loopholes. For ex- 
ample, his work requirements don’t 
even take effect until October of 2003, 
and he allows exemptions, 

Our plan immediately begins 
aphase-in of work requirements with- 
out exemptions, The Clinton plan 
actually expands loopholes in current 
law which make it more attractive for 
noncitizens to collect welfare. And, 
he allows felons to continue to draw 
SSI benefits while sitting in state and 
local jails. 

Mr. Clinton only now has cho- 
sen to address welfare reform after 
the conservative Congress has forced 
his hand. When we presented him our 
welfare reform plan late last year, he 
vetoed it — twice! 

Either lead or step aside Mr. 
President.

We have sacrificed many firsts 
for the job. We have had to manage 
our homes alone many times be- 
cause the job and the dedication re- 
quired that our husbands be away. 

I wonder, Ms. Tucker, if you 
have, or have you ever had, a job 
where you had to put your life on 
the line when you walked out your 
door? Does so called first rate pay 
compensate for the life of a hus- 
band, father, or son? They put their 
life on the line every time they put 
on the badge. 

I am tired of my husband and 
family being slandered by the peo- 
ple they “Protect and Serve”. Dur- 
ing the flood, I was home alone, 
while my husband was out making 
sure the citizens of Elba were safe. 
During Hurricane Opal, my 3 chil- 
dren and myself “weathered” it out 
alone. It was almost 24 hours before 
my husband could come home and 
see “our” loss. 

I am not complaining, my job 
also requires sacrifice, I do it be- 
cause of the love I have for people. 
My husband is a 4th generation po- 
lice officer. He saw the heartaches, 
disrespect and hardships a long time 
ago, yet he wears the uniform 
proudly. 

As for first rate pay, the City of 
Elba does pay a decent salary, but 
with a home, children, and the cost 
of living we have to live payday to 
payday.

Chief Peacock has many degrees, if 
you can’t communicate with people, 
they aren’t worth the paper they are 
written on.

ORDINANCE NO; 1996-6 
An Ordinance to provide for a Lease and 
Rental Tax for the City of Elba, Alabama 

BE IT ORDAINED by the City Council 
of the City of Elba; Alabama as follows: 

SEC 1. Definitions. 

For purposes of this ordinance, the fol- 
lowing terms shall have the respective 
ar ascribed by this section: 

(1) BUSINESS. All activities engaged 
in, of caused to be ona in, by any 
person with the object of gain, profit, bon- 
efit or advantage, either direct or indirect 


to such Gerson. 

(2) ITY CLERK/TREASURER. The 
City Clerk/Treasurer of the City of Elba, 
Alabama. 

(3) GROSS PROCEEDS. The value 
proceeding or accruing from the leasing 
or rental of tangible personal property, 
without any deduction on account of the 
cost of the p 80 leased or rented, 
the cost of materials used, labor or ser- 
vice cost, interest paid or any other ex- 
pense whatsoever, and without any de- 
ductions on account of loss, and shall 
also include on the part of any person 
claiming exemption under subsection 4 of 
Section 4 of this ordinance an amount 
pain Bg the Ads yb of fn pees on any 
tangible onal pro uired un 
su exemption and hereafter diverted to 
the use of such person, 

(4) LEASING OR RENTAL. A trans- 
action whereunder the person who owns 
or controls the possession of tangible per- 
sonal property permits another person to 
have possession or use thereof for a 
consideration and for the duration of a 
definite or indefinite period of time without 
transfer of the title to such property. The 
detention by the user thereof of freight 
cars, oxygen and acetylene tanks and 
similar property, in respect of which de- 
tention a demurrage or per diem charge is 
made against the user of such property 
shall not be deemed to constitute a trans- 
action whereunder pro is leased or 
rented to another within the meaning of 
this article. 

(5) PERSON. Any natural person, 
firm, partnership, association, corporation, 
receiver, trust, estate or other entity, or 
any other group or combination of any 
thereof acting as a unit. 

6) CITY. The City of Elba, Alabama. 

7) TANGIBLE PERSONAL PROP- 
ERTY. Personal property which may be 
seen, weighed, measured, felt or touched, 
or is in any other manner perceptible to 
the senses. The term “tangible personal 
property” shall not include stocks, bonds, 
notes, insurance or other contracts, or se- 


curities. . 

SECTION 2. License Required. 

If any person shall engage in or con- 
tinue in any business for which a privilege 
tax is imposed by Section 3 of this Or- 
dinance as a condition precedent to en- 
gaging or continuing in such business, he 
shall apply for and obtain from the City 
Clerk/Treasurer a license to engage in 


and to conduct such business for the cur- 
rent tax year upon the condition that he 
shall pay the taxes accruing to the City 
under the provisions of this Ordinance;

Rabies Awareness 
Week draws attention 
to deadly disease 


‘Incidents of rabies in Alabama 
have nearly doubled in the past five 
years. 

+150 cases of rabies were report- 
ed last year in Alabama, 

‘Once clinical symptoms of ra- 
bies appear, the disease is always fa- 
al 


Frightening facts like these have 
led the Alabama Veterinary Medical 
Association and the Alabama De- 
partment of Public Health to cooper- 
atively designate June 3-8 as Rabies 
Awareness Weck. The week is de- 
signed to educate people about the 
seriousness of rabies, and encourage 
annual vaccinations of their pets by 
veterinarians, as required by law, 
Public clinics will offer low-cost 
vaccinations in most counties 
throughout the state. 

Rabies is a disease of all warm- 
blooded animals including humans. 
The best way humans can protect 
themselves against the disease is by 
vaccinating all cats and dogs annual- 
ly. According to the U.S. Public 
Health Service, more than 70% of 
all domestic pets must be vaccinated 
to ensure that animals and humans 
alike are not threatened by rabies. 
However, only 44% of Alabama’s 
dogs and cats were immunized in 
1995. Since more than half of hu- 
man exposure to rabies is through 
the family pet, annual vaccination is 
crucial. 

“Many people mistakenly believe 
that since their pets stay in the yard, 
or in the house, they cannot become 
infected,” says Dr. William John- 
ston, Alabama State Public Health 
Veterinarian. “But the fact is, pri- 
marily carriers of the disease, such 
as raccoon, bats and skunks, all 
make home close to human popula- 
tions. Pets can easily come in con- 
tact with them in their own back- 
yard, or even in the house if there is 
an opening, such as a chimney, 
through which animals can enter.” 

“And infection does not come 
solely from bites,” Dr. Johnston 
continues. “A scratch or even a lick 
from an infected animal can trans- 
mit the deadly virus to your beloved 
pet. All that needs to occur for trans- 
mission is contaminated saliva con- 
tacting a wound, or even the eyes or 
mouth,” 

If your pet contracts rabies, there 
is no cure. Having your dog or cat 
vaccinated annually by a veterinari- 
an is the only way to ensure your 
pet has a rabies-free life. Veterinari- 
ans are experts in rabies prevention 
and management, and must be con- 
sulted to protect the community 
from the disease. To find out where 
public clinics will be offered in your 
county, either call your family vete- 
rinarian, or contact your local health 
department.

City sets sale date for old school property -

The Elba City Council’s prepared 


agenda appeared routine for Monday 
night but reality was anything but 
routine. 

The council set a date to auction 
three parcels of the old school prop- 
erty, which upset council member 
Earl McCollough considerably. 

Then a recommendation by May- 
or Ricky Haywood to hire Dave Sut- 
ton for 30 hours a week in the police 
department sparked a heated argu- 
ment and a 3-3 tie vote, resulting in 
his not being hired. 

The action to set a public auction 
for the real estate came after City 
Clerk Henry Clark recommended the 
council set an auction date for sever- 
al pieces of excess equipment. When 
the suggestion it be combined with 
the long discussed sale of the three 
parcels of real estate was made, 
McCollough got upset. 

One of the parcels is the 2 plus 
acres between Cook Chevrolet and 
the old elementary school. It is 
where McCollough has been trying 
to establish a youth park, where 
teenagers can meet at night to chat, 
etc. without disturbing others or 
hanging around business parking 
lots. A street light has been installed 
and picnic table built and placed on 
the property. ‘ 

When asked for his recommenda- 
tion of a sale date, McCollough said 
forcefully, “I am not for selling 
property. I haven’t agreed to selling 
any since I have been on this council 
and I will not agree to this.” He re- 
minded council members of his ef- 
forts to establish a place for the teen- 
agers and now they were talking 
about selling it. 

The council voted to set and ad- 
vertise the sale date for the first Sat- 
urday in August. The property to be 
included are the elementary school, 
with 6.7 acres; a 2.2 acre parcel and 
a 3.1 acre parcel both on the South 
side (or Cook Chevrolet side) of 
Dixon Street. 


* The recommendation to hire 
Sutton ran into trouble immediately. 
Haywood said the department need- 
ed some help with updating the 
SOP’s (Standard Operating Pro- 
cedures) and this is a golden op- 
portunity to get this man (Sutton).

“We have a situation with the pend- 
ing law suit and we don’t need to put 
another officer in and then a federal 
judge order us to put someone back 
to work I think we need to let the 
slot stay vacant and save whatever 
money we can.” Later, after the tie 
vote was recorded and reminders of 
all the problems facing the police 
were mentioned, she atked if hiritg 
this man for 30 hours would solve 
all those problems and “If so, maybe 
I did vote wrong.” However, no one 
would say this would solve all the 
problems. 

Council member Ben Carpenter 
said, “I was unaware of this com- 
pletely. Why couldn’t we be con- 
tacted on this type thing before they 
are presented?” 

Haywood said he didn’t have 
time to come around and drink cof- 
fee with each council member and 
tell them everything that was going 
on. His job was to make sure the city 
runs efficiently. 

Carpenter said he didn’t have 
time to drink coffee either, but coun- 
cil members had been accused of mi- 
cro managing the police department, 
but they don’t even know what is go- 


ing on down there. 

Council member Brad Wilson 
then spoke up. He said, “Since all

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Commissioners discuss plat & roads

Looking at the agenda for Mon- 
day’s meeting of the Coffee County 
Commission, one might have 
thought it would have been brief. 

There was no old business to take 
care of, and only one item was listed 
under new business - review of Lake 
Nichols Estate’s preliminary plat. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell, 


_in presenting the subdivision plat, 


told commissioners that the one ap- 
ERONee RONIOU by the commis- 
sion been revised. The new plat 
reflects a completely redesigned sub- 
division. 

According to Tindell, and the pre- 
liminary plat and Ms. Mary Helen 
Lannan (the developer), the roads 
(streets) in the subdivision will now 
be paved and it will be constructed 
within strict compliance with the 
county’s subdivision regulations. 

Tindell noted that the new plat 
had been reviewed by both the Ala- 
bama Health Department and the de- 
partment of natural resources and 
conservation service, and they have 
signed off (approved) on the project. 

Some recommendations made by 
the department of natural resources 
and conservation have been incorpo- 
rated into the design of the subdivi- 
sion. 

The county engineer recommend- 
ed to the commission that they ap- 
prove the “revised” design of the 
subdivision, 

After no motion was made from 
the commission, Commission Chair- 


man Robert Stephens recessed the 
meeting for five minutes (10 min- 
utes) to allow the commissioners to 
look at the revised version of the 
preliminary plat. 

During the discussion of the plat, 
Kenneth Fuller, the county’s attor- 
ney, stated that he saw no problem 
with approving the ‘‘amended pre- 
liminary plat.” Commissioner Ste- 
phens had raised the question as to 
whether or not another public hear- 
ing was required since the plat had 
been revised, 

Both Fuller and Tindell comment- 
ed that they felt the public hearing 
requirement had been met by the 
previous hearing and no additional 

earing needed to be scheduled. 

Upon reconvening the meeting, a 
motion was made to accept the pre- 
liminary plat; however, during the 
discussion period of the motion, it 
was decided that the matter needed 
to be tabled until the next meeting - 
June 24, 

Tindell reported to the commis- 
sion that the contract for construct- 
ing the third cell at the county's 
landfill had been awarded to Couch 
Incorporated of Dothan. Their bid 
was $1,287,632.05. 

There were only three bids sub- 
mitted on the project. They were:

On Monday, the U.S. Supreme 
Court refused, without com- 
ment, to review the capital 
murder conviction and death 
sentence of Willie Simmons 
Jackson, alias Billy Boy, of 
Elba, Jackson, 45, was sen- 
tenced in May 1989 for killing 
Elmo B. “Pops” Roberts, 87, 
in his Elba apartment. Mr, 
Roberts was beaten with an 
iron, his throat and wrists cut, 
and a broom handle rammed 
down his throat on July 5, 
1987, Jackson stole $55 in cash 
and a checkbook from the eld- 
erly man. He was taken into 
custody after cashing checks 
(Mr. Roberts’) at a fast-food 
restaurant, The jury recom- 
mended life without parole; 
however, Circuit Judge Gary 
McAliley sentenced him to 
death in the electric chair.

Last month (May), the convic- 
tion and death sentence of Bil- 
ly Joe Magwood was also up- 
held, again, by the Alabama 
Court of Criminal Appeals. 
Magwood shot and _ killed 
Sheriff Neil Grantham on 
March 1, 1979. He was tried 
and convicted on June 2, 1981 
and sentenced to die in the 
state’s electric chair, His case 
has been appealed several 
times to the higher courts, 
even the U, S, Supreme Court, 
on different points. Some 
think that this latest ruling by 
the state court will be ap- 
pealed back to the U.S, Su- 
preme Court,
